• Our team will then need to verify the petitions and upload the Clerk Report and OOI to City Council by May 27, 2020. 

• An OOI would tentatively be scheduled for consideration by Council on June 3, 2020 and the final public hearing 
scheduled on July 29, 2020* 

• Meeting this schedule may allow you to make the tax rolls. Please note that our Office will not direct bill property 
owners.

MDP. This is based on a closer evaluation and realization that 12 of the 14 publicly owned parcels are 
located in Benefit Zone 3 where building and land area are not assessed nor do any of these 12 
parcels specially benefit from district identity/placemaking. 


Further, in the revised Sidewalk Operations description in the revised MDP, it appears that all 
reference to “safe” and “security” services” have been removed, so I did likewise in the revised ER.
